His wants were few and 
he d ep end ed u p o n his bru te fo rce and 
his lo w cu nning to o btain them. It 
has req u ired tho u sand s o f y ears to 
lift man fro m th at lo w 
p lane and 
raise him to hts p resent ex alted p lace 
bu t be is no t y et a free and ind ep end ­ 
ent being.

no t wish to ap p eal to y o u r p reju d ices 
o r to ex cite y o u r p assio ns; 1 will 
simp ly ad d ress my self to y o u r reaso n.

Patrick 
Henry who d eliv ered th at immo rtal 
o ratio n was ano ther, bu t he was co n­ 
d emned as o ne who wo u ld o v erthro w 
the ex isting institu tio n o f go v ern­ 
ment and therefo re an enemy to the 
p eo p le. I t is a fact th at when o u r 
fo re fathers began their stru ggle fo r 
freed o m the majo rity o f the p eo p le 
believ ed they were in the wro ng. 
They d id no t see ho w it wo u ld be p cs- 
sio le fo r a natio n to ex ist witho u t a 
king. 
Bu t in sp ite o f the p ro test o f 
the majo rity , these men co ntinu ed to 
agitate u ntil the American rev o lu - 
tijn bro ke fo rth and as a resu lt fo r 
the first time in histo ry man sto o d 
fo rth a co ro nated so v ereign. Then

p eo p le ap p lau d ed .

his heir should not receiv e the fortune 
if he possessed a single penny that had 
come to him in any shape or form 
from the man he hated, Edwin Teter 
Brewster.

This wo man had bro ught 
up a family , kno wn the 
pinch 
o f 
po v erty , 
and 
ex perienced bereav e­ 
ments. 
She began by preparing and 
packing a few o liv es raised by herself, 
» hich she so ld to friends. 
Later she 
fo rmed a sto ck co mpany selling 40 per 
cent o f the shares, keeping the co n­ 
tro lling interest in her o wn hands. 
During the packing seaso n she no w 
emplo y es abo ut three hundred helpers

liv ely few paupers. 
To day there are 
tho usands o n the o ne side and m il­ 
lio ns o n the o ther side, and bo th are a 
menace to so ciety . 
In the early day s 
the emplo y ee o wned the to o ls with 
which be earned his liv ing; to day the 
to o l Is o wned by the emplo y er. 
To ­ 
day the capitalist buy s labo r as cheap 
as he can buy it and the emplo y ee 
sells It as dearly as he can sell it 
So ­ 
ciety has been div ided into two cl asses 
as a result o f this and we are liv ing 
to day under the capitalist sy stem. 
Under this sy stem labo r pro duces, no t 
o r its o wn benefit, but fo r the benefit 
o f its emplo y er. 
It has emplo y ment 
o nly so lo ng as the emplo y er can find 
a pro fitable market fo r the manufac 
tured go o ds. 
The result is that when 
the capitalist has 
manufactured so 
much o f his go o ds that there is no 
lo nger a pro fitable market in whio b to 
dispo se o f them, he clo ses do wn his 
sho ps and his mills and labo ring men 
are left, o ften to suffer o r starv e in 
the v ery shado w o f the wealth that 
his labo r has created. 
It makes no 
difference whether the tariff be high 
o r lo w, the mo ney standard o f go ld o r 
silv er, o v er-pro ductio n 
is bo und to 
result fro m the present capitalistic 
sy stem and the o utco me is in ev ery 
case a panic 
The first o f these panics 
o ccurred in 187 3 
The men then left 
Idle started ro aming abo ut lo o king fo r 
wo rk with which to suppo rt tueir 
wiv es and children. 
The wo rk co uld 
no t be fo und. 
When 40b o r 500 miles 
away fro m their o wn ho mes, these 
men. finding no emplo y ment any where 
and to rmented by the tho ught that at 
ho me their 
families 
were suffering 
fro m 
want 
and 
priv atio n, 
grew 
despo ndent; their self respect deserted 
them, their ambitio n was killed w ith­ 
in their breasts and they fell lo the 
lev el o f a tramp. 
But he did 
no t 
remain a mere ;ramp. 
Enfo rced idle­ 
ness made him dengenerate aud he 
became a criminal. 
A CHANGE MUST COME. 
This is o ne o f the results o f the 
capitalist sy stem. 
Ev ery so ciety has 
its perio d o f gro wth, its maturity and 
then its death. 
This is true o f the 
presept so cial sy stem. 
It has fulfilled 
its missio n and it wiil so o n be put an 
end to . 
In the feudal 
ages man 
wo rked fiv e day s fo r his master and 
o ne day fo r 
himself. 
The 
lo rds 
claimed an alliance with Go d and that 
they were the natural masters o f the 
co mmo n man. 
They believ ed their sy stem wo uld 
prev ail fo rev er. 
But their age came 
and went and in the place o f the 
lo rds came the tradesmen, who hav e 
since dev elo ped into the capitalists. 
The capitalist sy stem has run its race 
and a change is in sight. 
Wnen y o ur 
great-grandfather 
made a 
pair o f 
bo o ts they were his. 
He receiv ed the 
full v alue o f his to ll in making them . 
To day y o u may make a tho usand pairs 
o f bo o ts and y o u wo n t o wn a single 
pair o f them. 
The capitalist o wns 
the to o l and y o u can use it o nly 
fo r 
his benefit. 
He o perates his facto ry 
while there is a pro fit in it fo r him 
and then he clo ses it up, leav ing the 
emplo y ees to suffer. 
Andrew Car 
negie is a capitalist. He o wns the to o l 
by which great quantities o f steel are 
made. Carnegie didn’t make that to o l 
He just o wns it, and he appro priates 
all tne pro fits accrued fro m its use to 
himself. 
When he has made mo re 
steei than be can dispo se o f pro fitably 
he clo ses the mills. 
He do es no t co n­ 
sult the men abo ut it, fo r the capital­ 
ist sy stem say s that he can't take the 
men into acco unt. 
It do esn’t matter 
ho w much suffering may result fro m 
the clo sing o f the mills, fo r under the 
capitalist sy stem labo r is the cbeepest 
co mmo dity In the wo rid. 
Carnegie is a parasite, a pro fit-taker 
If this bo dy o f men who m the capital 
1st emplo y s has the brain* to make 
and use this machinery they o ught to 
hav e intelligence eno ugh to get so me 
o f the pro fit o ut o f it 
The inco me o f 
J o hn D. Ro ckefeller is $33 000 
an 
ho ur. 
J ust think o f it. 
As much as 
a man wo rking fo r $1.50 a day co uld 
make in 7 4 to ug y ears. 
Thus it is po s­ 
sible fo r the capitalist to ex plo it the 
saw in g man 
The midphe class, cace 


called the bulwark o f the natio n, is 
fast disappearing. 
The department 
sto re is brushing the small dealer: the 
bo nanza farmer is o utstripping the 
co mmo n farmer. 
It is said that the 
time is no t far distant when ten men 
will co ntro l all there is o f v alue in 
this co untry . 
DEPLORABLE CONDITIONS. 
It is impo ssible to impress upo n the 
peo ple o f small western cities the 
truth o f what I hav e said abo ut the 
sufferings o f the labo ring peo ple. 
In 
Dix o n, fo r instance, y o u hav e no m ulti­ 
millio naires, but go to any large city 
and y o u will see the deplo rable co ndi­ 
tio ns o f which I hav e spo ken. 
Ev ery 
large city has its alum and effo rts are 
being co ntinually made to wipe them 
o ut o r to at least co nfine them to cer­ 
tain districts. 
Fro m what are the 
slums recruited? 
Fro m the cities. 
The big mercantile and industrial 
establishments 
that 
wear o ut the 
liv tso f innumerable girls and children, 
pay ing them fro m $2 to 13 a week, 
furnish the majo rity o f the recruits 
to this undesirable feature o f city 
life 
Subject to temptatio ns o n ev ery 
hand and able to earn o nly a miserable 
pittance 
they 
so o n y ield 
to the 
tempter and fall. 
Why is it that the y o ung are seized 
and destro y ed by the hand o f Mam­ 
mo n? No t because capital has no feel­ 
ing, but because the present co mpeti­ 
tiv e sy stem requires the capitalist to 
hire the cheapest po ssible help 
He 
must buy labo r as cheap as po ssible. 
The man is displaced and a wo man 
emplo y ed at a cheaper scale.

So cialism fav o rs the co l­ 
lectiv e o wnership o f ev ery thing. 
It is 
the true friend o f humanity 
It wants 
to put an end to strife and blo o dshed 
and war, fo r war is o nly the result o f 
co mmercial co nquest. 
I wish I co uld 
get just o ne appro priatio n fro m co n­ 
gress and that wo uld be fo r eno ugh 
mo ney to sink ev ery fighting v essel in 
the nav y .
